If it should bo found that Una decision 


applies as well to tho hiring of special 
counsel to do the work of tho District 
Attorney in civil casea it will result iu a 
material saving to Fresno county, judg- 
ing the future hy the past. Notwith- 
standing the fact that tho District At- 
torney's office in this county has been 
at all titnea well paid and well equipped 


ith deputies, many hundreds of dol- 


lars have been spent by boards ol super- 
visors for tho employment of special 
counsel. Ordinarily there should be no 
such expenditure. It should only be in 
the most important ciiBCB.aud then only 
for counsel and advice. 


Tho district attorney ia elected nnd 


paid lo do the legal work of the county, 
and if the people fail to elect competent 
lawyers let them suffer tho conse- 
quences. They will aoou learn from ex- 
perience that oiliees of responsibility 
mubl be iliitiil by capable men.

to an educational qualification shall not 
apply to any person prevented by a 
physical disability from complying with 
itrt requisitions; nor to any pursou who 
now luis the right to vole; nor to any 
person who shall bo sixty years of age 
and upwards at the time Una amend- 
ment flhull Uko effect."
